We believe decisive action by the BPW, based on a 
reasonable premise, is better than no action at all or action 
delayed for a good many weeks. It will take more than a 
week to install any type of permanent mains, pump house 
and power lines. Thus, if a decision was reached within 
the next five days, it is possible that hooking up the sec- 
ond well might be accomplished by the middle or third 
week in August. 

This would be a bold step, for it is possible that the 
well will diminish in flow below the minimum requirements. 
And if that happened, there would be a permanent instal- 
lation without water. Members might well feel that citizens 
would be too critical if that happened. 

Hindsight is a wonderful thing. But no one can have its 
advantages when reaching decisions. We think most citi- 
zens would applaud this well-timed act by the BPW and if 
it turned out to be the wrong decision, they would still 
believe that it was worth trying. 

As it stands now, we are getting no more water; we may 
not get it for many weeks. 

There is an element of chance in any decision. This is 
time the BPW
